


Jallup calls U.S. national service ‘sleeping giant’

“One year of national! service for al! 
18 - year - olds is a program long over 
due,” one of America’s top public 
opinion pollsters told a UC 
audience last Thursday 

George Gallup, president of the 
Gallup Poll, told @ crowd of 300, “As 
many as two thirds of the American 
people tavor a law which requires the 
people to give one vear of service to 
the nation.”

Crallup stated that the pre - election 
debates, specifically the second, which 
dealt with foreign policy, marked the 
end rf Ford's 


dramatic comeback. against opponent

Jimmy Carter 
“The debates this vear, as they did 


in 1960, proved to be a major factor in 


the election outcome,” Gallup said 
“The second debate may have fatally 
stalled President Ford's comeback 


which, until the second debate, had 
been the greatest comeback that we've 
recorded in public opimon history * 
According to Gallup, the most im 
portant thing on the minds of the 


American people is the economy 


When the nation is not at war, Gallup 
asserted. the major concerns of the 
peopie are the economy, jobs, and the 
high cost of hving

CSUS President James Bond has 
called a proposal that would give more 
power to academic senates “one of the 
most dangerous bills of al! time.” 

In a Nov. 18 speech before the Sac 
ramento Chamber of Commerce 
Bond attacked bureaucratic 
regulation, government intervention 
in academic affairs and what he called 
“academic license.” He also expressed 
dismay that CSUS has recently been 
getting negative publicity concerning 
his conflicts with the faculty 

Bond said that 
presidents have been given the final 
authority over campus affairs and that 
a bill currently in the legislature would

severely cripple his power 

“It's one of the most dangerous 
bills of all time. You talk to people out 
of the state and they can't beheve 
what's in it 

“With the amount of money the 
taxpayers pay me, I should be capable 
of making decisions necessary in run- 
ning the campus. But if this bill passes 
I will lose much of my authority and | 
will have to consult with (various)

The event's enthusiastic audience 
composed mostly of teenagers and 
people in the 20-30 age bracket, 
thundered applause following the 
governor's statement 

Later. Brown discussed 
hydrophones that are being installed 
in state parks along the coast to 
facilitate listening to whales, and a 
possible substitute for whale oil 

Payne began with, “It’s, to me, an 
extraordinary thing I've lived long 
enough to sec a governor, a whole 
State, dedicate an entire day to celeb- 
rate another species.” 

Payne narrated his film made dur- 
ing an extensive study of right whales 
along the coast of South America. He, 
at one point, called the whales “aloof, 
massive, and imperturbable I see 
them as great gentle clown - like 
beings.” 

“People sometimes ask what use 
are whales to man,” said Payne, dur- 
ing one of his several philosophic 
moments. “It means we have learned 
nothing of our past mistakes and we 
assume whales exist solely for man’s

Iranian students protest Shaw, 
American - French ‘conspiracy’

More than 56 members of the 
lranian Student's Association tn Sac- 
ramento (L.S A.) peacefully presented 
their protests of French and United 
States treatment of dissident Iranian 
students to representatives of those 
governments here Friday 

The 1S.A. has called the recent ac 

ns of the French and American 
governments, “part of a conspiracy ot 
mperialist governments” to curtail 
the activities of dissident lraman 
students worldwide 

The students most bearing 
placards denouncing the Shah of Iran 

nd his relationship with the United 

States. shouted slogans demanding 
that the United States get out of lran 
Remember Viet Nam, same thing in 
Iran,” they repeated after the phrase 
ssued trom a bullhorn 

The demonstrators marched in 
Plaza Park, immediately across the 

et from 926 "J" St.. the location of 
the French Consular agency here 
Their slogans could not be heard from 
the twelfth floor window of Honorary 
French Consular Agent Thomas Per 
kins, whose agreement to meet with 
the students ended the march in the 
park

Speaks on black Americans 


Maya Angelou makes memorable visit

English Protessor Eugene Red 
mond introduced her as “a singer, a 
dancer, an actress. a novelist 
playwright and poet She our sister 

our priestess mur fellow 
traveler, our teacher She holds our 
hand and sometimes taps it a bit: A 
jemanding woman on herself and 
what she wants of other people 
Maya Angelou.” 

For an hour last Friday, this 
woman for ali seasons “sang and 
danced and made merry like 
Christmas” betore a standing - room 
only crowd of 250 in the Redwood 
Room 

It was Angelou’s first return to the 
campus since the fa!l of 1974. when she 
was a distinguished visiting professor 

She was scheduled to speak about 
the third 
autobiography. Singin’ and Swingin’ 
and Making Merry, but the book was 
only bnefly mentioned in her tatk 
Instead, she spoke about the survival! 


volume of her 


of the black American through his 
music and literature 
Angelou’s words turned the 
audience to stone as if she were 
Medusa No one got up to leave 
“Most American music is black 


wc,” she said) “(Our 

and music are to be credited 

with the survival of the black race and 

large portions of others” For black 

Americans have nursed a nation of 
trangers Hello.” 

Angelou explained how black 
American music originated in the folk 

yng sung by the working Slave in the 
tweid She sang several examples and 
got the audsence to join with her ina 
chorus of “Little Sally Walker.” 

The basis tor this music. said 
Angelou, can be seen in the black 
American's body language and 
speech, which are a part of the spoken 
iberature 

To illustrate her point. Angelou 
mitated perfectly the rhythmic strut 
4 black males, emphasizing that it has 
as much power to communicate as the 
spoken word 

“Many black and white Americans 
feel threatened by that walk.” she said 
adding that it was really a cultural car- 
vover trom West Africa. Young hoys 
there are required to spend several 
nonths in the bush. and when they 
return to the village. they strut,” said 
Angelou. “Their walk says to the 
villagers, ‘Look, I'm going to be a 
man, but disappears around age 19 
when they reach maturity.”

From 196] - 1967, 
he was assistant professor in the 
department of anesthesiology at the 
University of Washington. He has 
been in private practice in Alaska and 
Northern California for the past 
eleven years. Green is an appointment 
clinical assistant professor at the UC, 
Davis Medical School, and is a 
legislative advocate for the California 
Society of Anesthestists. He will 
defend modern medicine 


Radu, a proponent of the use of 
laetriel and other methods of cancer 
cure, will argue against modern 
medical practices.

ocially - active student? 

Activism, which was such a larger portion of education in the 60's 
and early 70's has taken a back seat to three - piece - suits and the job 
market 

The argument that there aren't really any apathetic students 
because they all have interests in various fields was acceptable for 

awhile. But that standard excuse has been around for too long to hold 
water anymore 

Students, for the most part are apathetic, they care for themselves 
and their particular goals and aspirations. The fact that they might 
have to step on someone else's patent leather loafers is just a part of 
the old capitalistic ideal of competition 

But what suffers is what the emotional 60's tried so hard to con- 
quer, the bureaucratic jargon and rhetoric that forces students along 
pre - planned paths and structured lifestyles. The admininstration 
treats students as numbers, the police depz rtment trears students as 
parking decals and the professors generally treat students as things to 
fill seats 


“lam me. | don't want to be like everyone else.” students had 
shouted 


“Lam me, but I'll change a little to make sure | get a job and make 
it.” they mumble now 
, here was a definite threat when students were in school in the 
60's. If a male dropped out, there was a better than average chance 
j that he might find himself in Vietnam within the year.
